For instance, the 
Dominion Government under the War Measures Acts 
passed in war time regulated the production and price 
of newsprint and were therefore interfering with 
civil rights. Such regulation was held valid by the 
Privy Council because of the existence of a great 
national emergency arising out of a state of war, 
but in normal times such regulation would have been 
bevond the powers of Parliament 


I ERE are a few instances of Dominion Acts 
passed within recent years, designed for the 
Dominion as a whole, which the courts have found 
unconstitutional because in their 
sence” they could not be classified within the foul

The Board of Commerce Acts passed in the yea 
1919 and designed to curb profiteering in the neces 
sities of life, when prices were up in the clouds short 
Iv after the war, were declared bad by the Privs 
Council in 1922. The evil of profiteering was ad 
mittedly general throughout Canada at the time and 
seriously prejudiced the well-being of the Canadian 
| whole, but all such circumstances had 
no bearing on the validity of these Acts. 

In 1925 the Privy Council turned thumbs down 
upon the Industrial Disputes Investigation Act passed 
in the vear 1907, which had been in effect through 
out Canada for nearly twenty vears. But it inter

TOW that electrical equipment has 
“~* assumed such a prominent posi 
tion in modern home-making, the 


planning of an adequate wiring lay 
out is a matter of some moment. Ten 
or fifteen years ago, it was the prac 


tice to ‘‘stick in’? a few outlets here 
and there-——without much regard for 
their use, the convenienee of loca- 


tion, or anything else An average 
of 20 or 380 outlets in an average 
type house was thought to be ‘‘good.” 
In contrast to this, houses of a 
better-class type today have from 80 
to 300 outlets; depending, of course, 
on the size and degree of complete- 


ness in their designing 
In the last month or two, in the 
Toronto area, 26 houses have been 


under erection, with the plans e¢all 
ing for 80 outlets or more. Most of 
these are being built by builders fon 


sale, The highest number of out 
lets on the list is 299, with 96 con 
venience outlets (base plugs). The 
next had 246 outlets, with 90 con 
venience outlets. The third had 189 
outlets, with 52 “plugs.”’ The gen 
eral average of the number of out 
lets over all home-building in the

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CANADIAN PROSPECT HOPEFUL 


Why the Outlook for Canada Appears Better Than 
That of Either Great Britain or the United States 


( VER the past two years there has 
been a steady advance in com- 
modity prices in the United States, and 
in Great Britain there was a sharp rise 
in the past six months. In Canada, 
commodity prices have more or less 
paralleled the movement in the United 
States. In 


April there was a sharp 
reaction in the prices both of com- 
modities and securities in all three 


countries. This reaction was apparent- 
ly based on a recognition that the re- 
cent sensational advances in prices of 
basic commodities, particularly metals, 
had perhaps been overdone and in any 
case were caused largely by Europe’s 
armament requirements. This 


sug: 


gests the anomalous situation that a 
stoppage of senseless waste might re 
tard recovery. On top of this came 
the suggestion that gold might be re- 


valued. Since Canada will be affected 
by any important change which takes 
place in either or both of the other 
countries mentioned, it should be 
worth while to enquire whether there 
are new factors in the situation to 
warrant acceptance of the pessimism 
of April, says the Royal Bank of Can- 
ada in its monthly letter. 

There has been world-wide recogni- 
tion that prosperity is at a high level 
in Great Britain and the important in- 
dexes give a clear picture of the mag- 
nitude ot the improvement. Accord 
ing to The Economist's index of in- 
dustrial production the low point was 
in the third quarter of 1932 when the 
index reached 82.8. For the third quar- 
ter of 1936 this index was 123.1. The 
number of unemployed declined from 
a maximum of 2,357,963 in June 1932, 
to 1,489,000 in January 1987. Between 


January 1935 and January 1936, the 
Board of Trade index of commodity 
prices rose from 88.1 to 91.8, but be- 
tween last September and March it 
rose from 96.1 to 107.3. These statis
